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LOCATION 


Sweetwater is located in the center of what is known as Central 
^ est Texas; 235 miles west of Dallas; 200 miles west of Fort Worth; 
about 400 miles northwest of Houston and Galveston; about 300 miles 
north of San Antonio; 400 miles east of El Paso, and about 300 miles 
south ot ichita, Kansas; in the center of a tremendously large 
territory—in which there is not at this time a large city—and no 
part of the state of Texas is developing more rapidly than Central 
West Texas; therefore a large city must be built. 


With Sweetwater’s immense, rich and rapidly developing ter¬ 
ritory—with her great system of trunk line railroads, reaching out 
in all directions—with her splendid system of water works, and the 
many other advantages. It is a practical certainty that Sweetwater 
will, within a few years, be a big city. 

Particular attention is called to the map of Texas, on page 5 in 
this book, which demonstrates Sweetwater’s position as a railroad 
center. 
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RAILROADS 


S\\ eetwater is a railroad center with a transcon¬ 
tinental railroad in six dii’ections. The Texas & Pacific 
built their main line from Texarkana to El Paso years 
ago, at which time Sweetwater was established and 
made the County Seat of Nolan County. When the 
Kansas City, Mexico & Orient Railroad announced that 
they would build through west Texas the men of Sweet¬ 
water immediately decided to secure this new trunk 
line lailioad, and with their money, their influence 
and their determined work they secured the Kansas 
City, Mexico & Orient, giving them two trunk line 
railroads. Then it was announced that the Santa Fe 
were going to build a main line through Central West 
lexas, connecting their Texas lines with their western 
lines, by which they would have a transcontinental 
railroad from Galveston and Houston to San Francisco, 
and again the Sweetwater people went to work to 
secure the Santa Fe, and by their work the Santa Fe 
was secured and built; thereby giving Sweetwater 
three transcontinental trunk line systems, radiating 
out of the city of Sweetwater in six various directions. 
This practically removed every obstacle in the path of 
Sweetwater becoming the metropolis of Central West 
Texas, and it is today a city of about 8,000. It is grow¬ 
ing rapidly, and in my judgment, will in ten years, be 
a city of 25,000. 
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RAILROAD 
MACHINE SHOPS 

The Santa Fe have built large railroad 
machine shops at Sweetwater, costing ap¬ 
proximately One Million Dollars, which will 
turn loose in the city thousands and thous¬ 
ands of dollars annually. No one thing is 
worth more to a city than large railroad ma¬ 
chine shops and railroad divisions, where 
hundreds of high priced salaried men are 
employed.

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WATER 

Xo town can become a city until they solve their water 
problem. The people must have an abundance of good, pure 
water at a reasonable price or the town can never hope to 
be a city. Sweetwater recognized this fact, and secured the 
best engineers in the country to come there and lay out a 
plan and system by which the city might obtain a supply of 
water to meet the demands of a city. They voted $320,000.00 
in bonds and have built and completed a water works system 
that is owned and operated by the city, and today have 
enough water to supply a city of forty thousand people. The 
reservoir is located eight miles south of the city; the water 
runs by gravity from the reservoir to the city, and is dis- 
tiibuted through the mains over the entire city by gravity, 
without the use of pumps; therefore Sweetwater is in 
position to furnish an abundance of pure water at a very 
low cost for all domestic and commercial purposes. The 
T. & P. Railway Officials pronounce it the best boiler water 
on their entire system.

The West Texas Electric Company have built, at Sweetwater, 
one of the largest electric light and power plants in the state, which 
is equipped with the most modern machinery that money can buy. 
This plant furnishes all electric light and power for the cities of 


Sweetwater, Roscoe, Loraine and Colorado. This corporation recog¬ 
nized Sweetwater as the metropolis of Central West Texas or they 
would not have built this enormous plant at Sweetwater.

The people in the Sweetwater territory are diversifying, and 
among other things have turned their attention to Poultry. In this 
book you will see a photograph of six carloads of chickens containing 
33,000 chickens loaded by a local produce house for the Eastern 
markets. During the past Holiday Season this produce house shipped 
32 carloads of dressed turkeys, approximating $114,000.00, and 
during the past 60 days shipped 9 cars of live chickens avei’aging 


5,500 to the car, and bringing an average of $3,000.00 to the car, and 
2 cars of dressed chickens averaging 4,500 to the car, bringing 
$3,000.00 to the car. They also shipped 7 cars of eggs containing 
12,000 dozen eggs to the car and bringing $2,800.00 per car. These 
figures are given to illustrate what is being done at Sweetwater, and 
to further illustrate the growth and development of Sweetwater.

, T he chief topographical feature 
is the high, rolling uplands, de¬

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Diversified farming is attract¬ 
ing a great deal of attention and 
is successfully practiced in the vi¬ 
cinity of Sweetwater and other 
market points. Cotton, corn. Kaf¬ 
fir corn, sorghum and maize are 
the leading field crops. But little 
attention is given to the produc¬ 
tion of fruit, although many small 
orchards have demonstrated that 
fruit can be successfully grown. 

Ranchmen of late years have de- 
voted'a great deal of time and at¬ 
tention to the improvement of 
their herds, and many blooded and 
graded animals are now found in 
all sections.

ers here have commenced to grow small 
grain and general feed crops much more 
extensively; to turn that feed into hogs, 
milch cows and chickens; to sell milk, 
butter, eggs and meat—having their cot¬ 
ton left as a surplus money crop.

'^It is estimated by Sweetwater busi¬ 
ness men who are in touch with the 
produce movement that since Jan l 
there have b-een shipped from this point 
nine cars of live chickens, bringing 
$3,000 per car to the farmers, in round 
numbers; two cars of dressed chick ms 
also bringing about $3.,000 per car to'the 
producer; seven cars 6f eggs, bringing 
J i- 800 P®rcar..

BREWSTEK COUNTY. 

Situated in Southwest Texas, 
bordering: the Rio Grande; created 
in 188 7 from Presidio County and 
organized the same year: named 
for H P. Brewster; area 5.006 
square miles; population 5,220 in 
1910, as against 2,356 in -1900 Al¬ 
pine, the county seat and chief 
city, is unincorporated and has an 
estimated population of 2.300 
Other important towns are Mara¬ 
thon and Herlingua. The county 
is served by the Galveston. Har¬ 
risburg and San Antonio and the 
Kansas City. Mexico and Orient 
Railroads. 

The surface is mountainous, with 
many hills and intervening valleys. 
The mountains are rich in min¬ 
erals. nearly all kinds being found 
One of the largest quicksilver 
mines in the United States is being 
operated in the Terlingua district 
Several other mines are operated 
In various sections. There are also 
rich silver mines, vast quantities 
of excellent marble, iron, lead and 
copper. The mining interests en¬ 
gage a large number of laborers. 
In importance “the industry out¬ 
ranks the raising of live stock. 
Because of the lack of transporta¬ 
tion and an adequate water sup¬ 
ply the great mineral wealth has 
not been fully developed, but with 
the coining of more railroads and 
the boring of deep wells, tapping 
the underground supply of water, 
it. is believed lhat these valuable 
deposits of minerals will be devel¬ 
oped, bringing the output to hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars in 
value. 

The live stock interests rank 
next to the mining Interests and 
many car loads of stock are ship¬ 
ped during the course of the year. 
Although the soils in many of the 
valleys are rich, the lack of ade¬ 
quate rain has made farming un¬ 
profitable, Wherever an adequate 


water supply has been obtained 
for irrigation purposes, apples, 
peaches, plums, grapes and apri¬ 
cots have thrived, the quality of 
the fruit being excellent. 

A number of the citzens have 
demonstrated that Brewster Coun¬ 
ty is adapted to the bee and 
honey industry and the number of 
swarms of bees is being increased 
annually. 

Along the Rio Grande and some 
of the small creeks which rise 
from springs small patches are 
irrigated and devoted t 6 fruit 
growing and to alfalfa and truck 
products. Practically all of the 
large ranches in the county .have 
land under irrigation for the pur¬ 
poses of growing vegetables • and 
fruit for home consumption. In 
many sections wells are obtained 
at depths ranging from 15 to 500 
feet. 

Besides, the various valuable 
minerals and deposits of marble 
and granite, oil has also been dis¬ 
covered. but the field has not been 
developed. 

At Marathon a large rubber fac¬ 
tory is operated rubber being 
taken from the guayule, which 
grows luxuriantly on the moun¬ 
tainsides. Various industries ax^e 
supported at Alpine. 

Brewster County contains some 
of the highest mountain peaks in 
Texas. A number of them reach 
altitudes from 4.000 to over 8.000 
feet. In the southern portion of 
the county is the Tas Uingas 
Creek, which empties into the Bio 
Grande just below the- mouth of 
the Grand Canyon. This canyon is 
one of the wonders of the Ameri¬ 
can continent. In places the walls 
rise perpendicularly a distance of 
1,700 feet Its great distance from 
the railroads has resulted in its 
being little known to the people of 
the country.
